Governor Stone is in nowise 
icsponsiblo for the luct that there will not 
be enough money, by three or four million 
dollars, to pay the State's obligations which 
will accrue during the next two years. The 
Legislature aisenihled lasl January knowing 
full well that there was an anticipated deficit 
of at least tlnee million dollars in the State 
1'ieasury. Such condition was none of his 
making, tut us legatee of the Hastings ad- 
mnistration the present Governor stepped

Governor 6-tone has been honest and can- 


did with the members of the Legislature and 
the people of the State. 
Mis inauguial ad- 


dress was clfni »nd incisive. 
It is not nat- 


ural for a man with the knowledge aud ex- 
perience in public affairs of Governor Stone 
lo choose a course which would meet with 
the disapproval of those whom he has swom 
to faithfully serve. The financial status oi 
the State wan thoroughly digested by him 
when he took np the reins of government 
Ho discovered that the State had been profli- 
gate iu its expenditures and that there must 
be retrenchment. 


In order to save the credit of the State he 


plainly told the Legislatme that it. must 
either largely increase the revenues or 
largely reduce the appropriations. 
Ihe 


Legislature cannot plead ignorance of the 
situatioj as it went to work with full knowl- 
edge of the condition of affairs. 


No att-jntion whatever was paid to the 


Governor a warning words, an immense lot 
of appropriations were sent to him for ap- 
proval with no provision made for meeting 
such obligations. Tlie Legislature neither 
reduced the appropriations or increased the 
revenues, and the Governor has been placed 
in the position of either putting his stamp of 
approval upon the legislators' slipshod work 
or attempting an adjustment which will put 
the State in a solvent condition. 


The Governor has applied the pruning 


knife wherever he could. The most natural 
thing in the world to do was to attack the 
largest item of expense, therefore he out off 
one million dollars from the school fund. 
The appropriation is for $5,500,000 per year. 
He reduced the amount to $5,000,000. 


His action was thoroughly justifiable, and 


any but hide-bound and rabid factionalists 
will commend Governor Stone for the fear- 
less manner m which he has attempted to 
save the credit of the State of Pennsylvania 


A PLAN FOR CONSIDERATION. 


The GAZF.ITK pi csents/herewith for the 


coiisideiatioii of the Republicans of this 
county what is practically a concise state- 
ment of three plans or systems of nominating 
county officers and delcgitcs to the State 
Convention submitted to the County Com- 
mittee on Satuiday, May 18, at the annual 
meeting of that body in Doylestown. The 
three systems, all of which were rejected by 
the County Committee, were the Crawford 
County system as in vogue in that county, 
this system modified, and a delegate system. 
As the modified Crawford County system fol- 
lows the original very closely except in one 
very important feature, namely, that it shall 
iccjuire a miyoiity vote instead of a plurality 
vote I o nominate, it is haidly necessary to 
publish both. The voter will simply bear 
this distinction in mind and may then be 
ablo to obtain a clear conception of both sys- 
tems by studying the modified sjstem, which 
is as follows. 


The candidates for the seveial county offices 


shall have their names announced in one or 
more ol the county papers and filed with the 
County Chairman at least two weeks previous to 
the primary meeting. 


'J he .Republican voters of each election distric 
shall meet on theday and at th< place designated 
by the County Coir.unttee. The polls shall be 
opened Irom 8 o'clock p. m to 7 o'clock p in 
The election bourd shall consist ot one person tor 
juuge anil two persons as clerks and shall be ap- 
pointed by tbe County Committee 
The voting 


shall be by ballot and all of ttie offices to be votei 
torshall be on ttieono ballot This ballots slial 
be numbered and the corresponding numbers 
written on the poll list opposite tlie names of the 
voters arid the ballots and poll lists hhall be pre- 
served and dellveicd to tiie Chairman ot tbe 
Committee arid retained by him until alter tlie 
lollowing geneial election. Kvory person claim- 
ing to be a Republican who voted the Hepnlili- 
can ticket at the last geneial election at which 
ho voted and declaring his invention to support 
c indidato nominated at his primary 
cloctiou 
shall bo entitled to vote , and every person chal- 
lenged, oi whoso right to vote is doubted by an 
elix tion ofllcer hhall be sworn as to tt e qualifica- 
tions aforesaid and his oath shall be letuined 
with the leturn ot snlil district. 
Any pe-son entitled to cast his ilrfet vote at the 


succeeding geneial election sh.Ul be entitled to 
vote o» pledging IniiHelt to support the ticket 
nominated at such primary election 


Alter tbe polls are closed the board shall pio 


coed to count the votes each candidate received 
and make out tlie retnin accordingly to be cei ti- 
tled to bv tlie nidge and attested by the clerks. It 
shall be the duty o! the persons holding the pii- 
mary election as soon as tbe count is completed 
to make a public announcement ol the result and 
also to pear upon the door ol tlie election houwe a 
statement signed by the election officers showing 
tlie votes received by each candidate voted tor at 
said election. 
At the said primary election tlieie shall bo 
chosen three persons as delegates, who shall re- 
pi Ghent theh district at the County Convention 
to be held, and who shall have the powers heie- 
inuttci set lortu. 
At olevei. o'clock on the day following tlie pri- 


mary election the delegates cbusen at tlie pri- 
maries shall assemble at Doylestown, bringing 
with them the retuins ol their several districts, 
and shall organi/.e themselves into a County Con- 
vention. The votes as indicated by the retuins 
shall thon be computed and it any one candidate 
fi.r tt particular ofllce shall be found to h<ive a 
mnjorlty ot tlie whole vo,e east lor that office he 
snail bo declared nom'r-atea It no one ' " 
have received sucti a ifl&iuiitv, thoone receiving 
the smallest vote shall thereupon bediopped and 
the vote that had been received "by him in the 
se\ctal elections districts sbalrtheieupon be cast 
by the delegates Irom each ot the said dNtnuts 
tor such candidate as they may by a majoiity 
respectively determine 
It thyre should be but 
two delegates prefccnt Irom a disluct and they 
should nut agree, 'hen each delegate shall cast 
one-ball ot said vote for suck candidate as repre- 
senting hi* district lie may think best 
The vtnv 


ing shall then crntinue until some one shall have 
received a majority ot the whole vote, the loive&t 
candidate being dropped in each case arid his 
vote cast as above provided , the person Unally 
receiving a majority shall bo declared the nomi- 
nee ot the KepubllCciu party lor the office men- 
tioned. 


Jin the selection oi delegates to the State Con- 
vention the priiuaues shall be called and held in 
the b&me mannei as in the nomination ot candi- 
dates lor county offices, the State deleeat&Sbhall 
be chosen by the oounty Convention delegates 
selected at tli9 pnmaiies. The ballots .it the 
primaries shall be cast directly lor the nre'er- 
enun ot the various State offlcos to be tilled. The 
rt tin us shall be computed as ill the retains lor 
county ottices and the State delegates shall be 
consideied as being instrueted loi the candidates 
receiving it majority ol the votes cast 


The County Conventions ot delegates shall 
have the power to reject all Iraudulent votes 
trom tlie returns ot ail} dlstrlctand -vliete frauds 
have htjeii committed 01 allowed bv Boaids ot 
Election ot such anatuie and extent that it is 
imjK^sible to determine the tine voteol a district 
the Convention may reject altogether the return 
ot such district. They may also at any urne 
change this mode ot selecting candidates as they 
may be instiuctea at the pumai v meeting, due 
notice ot such proposed change tiaving been giv- 
en by the Gountv Committee. 


'Jhe Countj Committee shall be made upoi one 
member Irom each election ilistnc- chosen bv 
ballot at the primaued held lor the nomination 
ior county oihces. 


This system is generally conceded to be a 


fair as any that can be devised so far aa a 
cxpi 03910H of the popular will is concerns 


The delegate system, or the third plan pn 


sented to the County Committee, provide 
for a delegate convention to be held in Doy 
lostoivn at the call of the County Coromittei 
and to be composed of delegates to be chose 
by the Bepublicau olectors of the vimous dif 
tiicis. 
The County Committee shall apponi 


a judge and two inspectors m each district 
who shall conduct the delegate elections an 
certify to the County Convention the name 
of those who are elected as delegates. Thu 
the County Convention instead of being com 
posed of all the Republicans of the county 
who may choose to attend, as is the systei 
at piesent, will be composed only of the del 
cgales elected in the various districts 
Each 


district is to be entitled to elect at least OB 
delegate, but distiicts having over 100 Re 
publican votes, or majority traction thereof 
The delegates may or may not be instruct 
at the pleasure of the voters in each disluct 


If the Republicans of the county are really 


sincere in their demand foi a change it cat 
be effected by adopting one of these system 
at the next County Convention.

Accord- 
ing to Mr. Alexander MoAdie, the emi- 
nent meteorologist, tho order of liability tc 
bo struck is represented by the following 
figures: Oak, 64; trees collectively—that 
is, in a clump—40; tall pino trees, 15, and 
beech, 1. The oak is therefore the worst 
and the beech tbo best shelter. Aftoi 
rain trees aro not so apt to split with the 
stroke as before it.
